classes when a classified document theme score is substantially similar to one of the respective 
new class theme scores.

controller programmed to classify docume nts into a plurality of classes by 
identifying source documents of each of said Plurality of classe s, generating a 
classification theme score categorizing documents into said classes, and 
classifying the document into one of said plurality of classes when an 
unclassified document theme score is substantially similar to th e classification 
theme score, said controller further programmed to identify source documents 
for each of a plurality of new classes; generate respective new classification 
theme scores; and reclassify documents with said plurality of classes into the 
plurality of new classes when a document theme score is substantially similar to 
the new class theme score. 

17. (Currently Amended) A system as recited in claim +3 16 wherein said 
controller Is programmed to assign a weight to sections of an unclassified document. 
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18. (Currently Amended) A system as recited in claim 43 16 wherein said 
controller is programmed to classify documents into a subclass. 
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
